To D e s t r o y W o r m s in F r u it Trf.es.— 
We have repeatedly recommended the trial 
of something similar to tho following,which 
is copied from the Hartford Mercury, to 


destroy worms iii Fruit Trees. 
It points 
out the mode of operation somewhat more 
dearly than any other article which we 
have seen on the subject, which induces 


ii* to republish it 
Take a half inch auger, or bit, and bore 
to th* centre ol every tree ; then, by means 
of a paper tube 
fill the hole with sulphur, 
crowding it in with a ramrod ; then cut 


out a green limb from the same tree, and 
plug the hole 
It will not require more 
than two spoonbills of sulphur for each 
tree, and in forty-eight hours the worms 


will leave the 
mimical branches.

process w ill aim be beneficial for young 
Hull trees, even when not troubled will 
worms: it renders them more fruitful. I Iii?

Ashes awn ■ P laster for M a n u r e.— 
J. Johnson, of Geneva, says that on his 


soil, which is gravelly clay, one bushel of 


plaster will do more good lo his clover than 


forty bushels of ashes— and that on muck 


soils he never perceived any benelit Irotn 
plaster, though ashes may be useful.

the experiments we have tried on sandy 
and gravelly loam show the superiority of 
plaster to ashes, applied to grass lands.— 
J. Johnston also says, that he lins found the 


best way of applying stable manure in au-
